Net more 
than 320 acres ean be acqmired by 
ono individual or company. Royalty 
at the rate of 10 centn per tom of 
2000 pounds shal! be coMected sn the 
gross output. 

Quartz.—Persons of eightewn sears 
and over and joint stock companies 
holding free miaers’ certificates, may 
ebtair entry for mining location.
